MUNICIPAL KITCHENS. 

Description of Work Unlertsksn «t 
Nantes, fraacs. 

The United States consul to Nan- 
tes, Joseph 1. IWtUin, lias sent an 
interesting report to Washington on 
how the city of Nantes supplies food 
to the destitute. For several years 
Nantes has managed a system ol mu- 
nicipal kitchens- known as "Les Four- 
ncaux Alimentaircs Minicipcaux," 
where persons who had no money 
could procure substantial meals by 
just presenting a ticket. It has erect- 
ed recently a building having in con- 
nexion therewith a dormitory, with 
beds for the accommodation of 
■boat 50 por'ons, which nre free for 
three nights, when the occupants arc- 
obliged to make room for others. The 
lick are sent to the hospital. During 
the May each peraon re-ctives two 
meal (iekcts-a day, which are the only 
one- served — one at noon and the sec- 
ond in thecvening. from 5 to 7:30. 

These kitchens are open from Oc- 
tober 15 to the coi responding date in 
April, but the dormitory it open all 
the year-round. With the exception of 
the kitchen connected with the dor- 
mitory, the meali are not exactly free, 



HOW SMOKE EXPLODES.

How smoke explodes in a burning 
building was graphically shown the 
Fire Insurance society in its rooim 
by Underwriters' Inspector William 
McDe vitt,says the Philadelphia Pub- 
tic Ledger.
